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The current revolt in Tibet broke out in Lhasa last week 
when the Communist Chinese commander there ordered the 
Dalai Lama to appear before him without his bodyguards.

GENEVA (UPI)—The Inter- 
national Committee of the Red 
Cross (CICR) Monday abruptly 
ended its series of formal talks 
here with South Korea on 
Japan's repatriation plan, but 
ROK envoys claimed they had 
successfully blocked Tokyo's 
bid for CICR aid in the project. 
_ CICR President Leopold Bois- 
sier Monday morning handed 
ROK celegation chief Kim Yong 
Shik, South Korean minister to 
Paris, a note which Kim said 
assured him there would be no 
CICR decision on Japan's aid re- 
quest under the present cir- 
cumstances. 

According to Kim the note 
also said the committee would 
decide at a later date whether 
it would be “appropriate and 
possible” to lend CICR aid to 
persons in Japan. But it did not 
specify that such aid would be 
to help repatriate Koreans in 
Japan to North Korea. 


Kim and his delegation team- 
mates, ROK mission counselor 
in Tokyo Chol Kyu Ha and ROK 
Junior Red Cross President Lee 
Bum Suk, said Boissier gave 
them the impression that the 
CICR was concerned first of all 
with easing the plight of the 
600,000 Koreans in Japan by 
humanitarian work that could 
include relief, and efforts to bet- 
ter their living conditions. 


“We believe at the moment, 
however, that we have blocked 
Japan's plans for dragging the 
CICR into this so-called repatria- 
tion project and also her efforts 
to force CICR action in the case 
of Japanese fishermen interned 
in Pusan,” Kim told reporters. 

But CICR officials here were 
reluctant to accept the ROK 
interpretation that any CICR ac- 
tion on the repatriation had 
been “blocked” by the South 
Korean protests. But they 
admitted that for the moment 
the CICR attitude was merely 
one of waiting to see if the 
Japanese and North Korean 
societies could work out an 
agreement.

Japan has insisted there will 
be no repatriations unless they 
are screened by the CICR. 

Kim said a meeting Monday 
morning with Boissier and other 
top CICR officials had convinced 
his delegation that no CICR ac- 
tion in the repatriation ques- 
tion was to be. expected “for 
perhaps three months or per- 
haps a year.”

“Correspondents found general 
confidence that the Berlin issue 
would be settled by negotiation 
rather than by war,” it said. 

Other findings, as summariz- 
ed by James Reston in a Wash- 
ington dispatch: 

“One hundred eighty-five of 
those interviewed. or about 39 
per cent. did not know that 
Berlin was an enclave in Com- 
munist East Germany 110 miles 
from the West German border. 
This group was equally unin-

Sunday as the management not 
only stood firm Against any 
wage hike, but even demanded a 
work volume increase averag- 
ing 17.5 per cent per worker. 
The increased efficiency de- 
manded amounted to a sub- 
stantial wage reduction of 
¥2,500 to ¥3,000 a month, 

Worried over the dark situa- 
tion, CLRC told the management 
group that a settlement with 
Tanro through its autonomous 
efforts regarding Mitsui Mining’s 
two-month-old mass-firing issue 
was a prerequisite for clearing 
up the whole dispute. 

CLRC advised the 14 firms to 
show better coordination in 
tackling the wage problem. 
Hokkaido colliery was reported 
moving by itself to avert the 
strike, while Mitsui was ex- 
ceptionally adamant. 

Although the management ac- 
cepted the advice, Tanro, deter- 
mined to settle both the wage 
and dismissal issues at one 
stroke, issued its strike order. 

In the nation’s most important 
northern Kyushu coal field, 90,- 
000 workers at 30 mines of 10 
companies joined the new ac- 
tion after carrying-on a 72-hour 
local strike since last Thursday.

AmericanEnvoyAddresses

U.S. Ambassador Douglas 
MacArthur II told the graduat- 
ing class of the University of 
Maryland's Far Eastern Divi- 
sion yesterday that the “Very 
surv'vel of mankind” depends 
upon the solution of interna- 
tional disputes through observ- 
ance of moral justice based 
upon law. 

Speaking at 3 p.m. in Kudan 
Kaikan, the ambassador said 
that “the rule of law and mor- 
al justice” must appiy not only 
to individuals within a nation 
but equsliy to the conduct of 
international affairs. 


“In the United States,” the 
ambassador said, 
human and* moral law as set 
fourth in our Constitution and 
Bill of Rights forms the core of 
American political philsophy.” 

He stated that the United 
States has “steadfastly opposed 
the use of force or the threat 
of force as a means of settling 
international disputes and has 
sought to reach just agree- 
ments through legal means.” In 
this connection, he cited the 
strong and continued support 
which the United States has 
given the United Nations. 


“We have given our full sup- 
port, both moral and financial, 
to the United Nations because 
we believe that the weight of 
world opinion does count for 
something and that the collec- 
tive will of free nations can be 
used effectively against military 

,” he said. 

The chief obstacles to world 
peace, Ambassador MacArthur 
said, are brought about by the 
threats and aggression of the 
international Communists. 

“As far back as Lenin, the 
Communists have regarded force 
as a legitimate means to attain 
their ultimate goal of world 
domination. I need only remind 
you of Latvia, Lithuania, Esto- 
nia, Poland, Czechoslovakia, Ti- 
bet, and many other countries 
with proud records of centuries 
of national independence—all 
swallowed up or dismembered 
by the international Communists 
im Moscow and Peiping. I need 
only recall the brutal suppres- 
sion, with tanks, guns, and 
bombs, of the rebellions against 
alien Communist rule in East 
Germany and in Hungary. And, 
at this very moment the world 
can point to the use of force 
and bombardments by the Chi- 
nese Communists in the Tai- 
wan Straits; to . Communist 
China’s brutal attempts to crush 
the proud people of Tibet; and 
to the Soviet threat of force 
unless the Western powers aban- 
don the free peoples of West 
Berlin to the tender mercies 
of the Communists,” the ambas- 
sador said. 

Because of this Communist 
threat, the ambassador said the 
United States has availed itself 
of the provisions of Article 51 
of the U.N. Charter and entered 
into collective defense agree- 
ments with 42 other nations. He 
said these agreements are more 
than just military alliances and 
are based on common objectives 
and mutual interests in man 
fields.

4 Japanese 
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Rescued by |

MISAWA (AP)—Three Amer- 
ican airmen in a_ helicopter 
plucked four Japanese sailors 
from their sinking ship in the 
Pacific under driving rains’ and 
strong winds Sunday night, 
saving them from possible 
death. 


The helicopter was sent out 
by the U.S. Air Force Base at 
Misawa in northern Honshu re 
sponding to an appeal to save 
the six-man crew of the Kalyo 
Maru, 83 tons, sinkjng half a 
mile from shore.

The swallows are migratory 
bird that visit Japan about 
the end of March every year. 
They come from India, the 
Philippines, Australia and other 
areas in the South Pacific. 
There were an estimated 250,- 
000 swallows in Japan in 1921 
and their number increased 
yearly until World War II broke 
out. Now only about 100,000 to 


every year. 

The Yamashina Ornithological 
Institute attributes the decline 
in part to the ravages cqused by 
World War IU and the éffects oi 
atomic and hydrogen bomb tests. 
It says the main reason is that 
Japan is not the congenial 
place for swallows it used to be. 
In the cities, towering build- 
ings stand side to side to pre- 
sent a formidable front to swal- 
lows who like to build nests 
under homely roofs. 

ood has become scarce, for 
the birds. Spiders and insects 
have ali but disappeared: from 
cities. Even in the rural areas, 
insecticides and other poisonous 
farm medicines kiN ont uae of 
the irisects. 

Another factor which has 
made Japan inhospitabie to the 
swallows is the barren “asphalt 
jungles” of .the cities where 
swallows cannot gather the mud 
and straw necessary to build 
their nests.

Miss Anno Concentrates 
On Chemistry of Sugars 


By TSUGI SHIRAISHI 


Scientific research requires 
lifelong and constant work, is 
the opinion of Miss Kimiko 
Anno, professor of biochemis- 
try at Ochanomizu Women’s 
University in Koishikawa, To- 
kyo. 

Miss Anno majored in physics 
and chemistry at Ochanomizu 
Women’s University which was 
then the Women’s Higher Nor- 
mal School and later specializ- 
ed in organic chemistry at the 
-Edueation University and in 
the post graduate course of 
Tokyo University. She was the 
only woman research student at 
Tokyo University while she was 
there for five years. 


While teaching at Ochano- 
mizu Women's University she 
wrote a thesis on “Studies on 
Sugar Alcohols and Their 
Anhydrides,” for which she was 
awarded a doctor's degree in 
1949. Now in her early 50s this 
female scientist feels that there 
is yet much to be done in her 
work, 


Miss Anno thinks that it was 
fortunate for her to have been 
chosen as one of the first fel- 
lowship students to study in the 
United States for one year un- 
der. the sponsorship of the 
AAUW (American Association 
of University Women). 


“I studied at Ohio University 
for over three years 
Prof. M. L. Wolfrom, an author- 
ity on carbohydrate chemis- 
try,” says Miss Anno and speaks 
highly of Prof. Wolfrom as a 
man of sincerity and integrity 
as well as an outstanding schol- 
ar and scientist. Though the 
AAUW scholarship was limited 
to a year she was granted a 
fellowship from the Nationgl 
Institute of Health, which en- 
abled her to extend her stay. 

Miss Anno was greatly im- 
pressed by the hard-working and 
enthusiastic attitude of Amer- 
ican science research workers. 
“The ordinary white-collar work- 
ers have Saturdays and Sundays 
off, but for research workers 
every minute is important,” 
states Miss Anno. She explains 
that the lights in laboratories 
at Ohio niversity were on 
_throughout the night all year 
round, showing that someone 
was there attending to his work. 
“Even on New Year's Eve 
when I went to the laboratory 
I found many men absorbed in 
their experiments as on any 
other night,” explains the pro- 
fessoress. 

“However, I must admit that 

working 


than in Japan,” 
notes saying if the Japanese re- 
search workers put in as many 
hours as their American col- 
leagues they will succumb phys 
ically. She further points -out 
that the American scholars have 
cars and can easily go home 
for dinner and return to their 
work or get nourishing food at 
nearby restaurants at reasonable 
prices. “We cannot do the same 


as we have no car and cannot 
afford to eat out,” is Miss Anno’s 


explanation. 

iss Anno is also envious of 
the excellent equipment provid- 
ed for research in American 
universities. “When I first en- 
tered the laboratory of Ohio Uni- 
versity I could not believe my 
eyes. It was just like entering 
a different world,” she says. 
» She noticed that there were 
women professors in every. sec- 
tion of the science faculty even 
in coeducational institutions. 
“In Japan equal opportunities 
for education were granted only 
after the war, so it may take 
some years before coeducational

“Male fel- 
low-workers neither belittle the 
women nor treat them with spe 
cial consideration because of the 
difference of sex,” Miss Anno 
observes in the field of studies 
though it is “ladies first” outside 
the laboratory. 

Miss Anno’s experiments are 
concentrated on sugars and 
polysaccharides and particular- 
ly on the chemical structure of 


polysaccharides. She thinks 
that it will be difficult to con- 
tinue research wholeheartedly 
while looking after a family. 
“Housekeeping detaile can be 
entrusted to someone, but con- 
stant thinking is required in 
work and for married women 
the family should have priori- 
ty,” is the scientist’s opinion.

Quick Changes Into Seven Roles

The Kabuki of latter day Blo 
indulged in spectacularism and 
in novelty; and one ofthe fads 
of the time was the eye-catch- 
ing “hayagawari” or quick- 
change technique in which one 
popular actor appeared in sev- 
eral roles in a single play, 
switching with amazing rapid- 
ity, from one guis? to another, 
from one role to another, 


Perhaps the height in this 
form of technical novelty was 
reached in Tsuruya Namboku's 
“Osome Hisamatsu Ukina-no 
Yomiuri.” which is more pop- 
ularly known as the “Osomie of 
Seven Roles.” 

As the popular title explicitly 
states, the actor taking the 
role of Osome appears in six 
other additional roles, one role 
following the precéding one’s 
heels so quickly that it has one 
rubbing his eyes in disbelief. 

The plot is complicated and 
quite absurd. After all, the 
plot is merely incidental to 
watching the featured actor 
walk off the stage in one role, 
and walk back a split second 
later in an entirely different 
role. 

Tomoemon, a rising young 
actor who appears mainly on 
the Kansai stage, is seen in his 
first appearance since the fabu- 
lous “Dakki” staged at the same 


. 


theater several months back, in 
the Seven Roles. 

As tor the seven roles they 
are namely: first, Osome, the 
beautiful daughter of a mer- 
chant, with hair done up in bril- 
liant townsmaiden style glitter- 
ing with gaudy hair ornaments, 
and wearing a brightly pattern- 
ed Kimono in biack; second, 
Hisamatsu, the youth Osome 
loves, a former samurai now 
disguised as a merchant —— 
tice; third, Takegawa, igni- 
fied lady-in-waiting of a lord's 
mansion, who is Hisamatsu’s 
sister and is interested in pro- 
moting both Hisamatsu’s love 
and his search; fourth, isha 
Koito who loves Osome’s broth- 
er Tasaburo and is in turn 
desired by the story's villain 
Yachuda; fifth Oroku, a tough- 
speaking woman who is not be- 
yond blackmail, swindle, coer- 
cion; sixth, Osome’s middle-aged 
mother; and lastly, Omitsu the 
country maid who also loves 
Hisamatsu. 

As can be seen from the 
above, all these seven charac- 
ters are involved in one way or 
another within the complicated 
plot tying them together; and 
the complication is not helped 
in the least when one actor ap- 
pears continuously in such dis- 
tracting number of roles, some 
friends, some enemies. But the 
fun is in watching it all, necks 
craned for the expected quick 
return, curiosity high as to 
what the next character will be. 

The first scene is laid at the 
entrance to a popular shrine,

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Silk Industry 
To Petition 


YOKOHAMA—About 250 per- 
sons attended an All Japan Ex- 
coat Sik Industry Conference 
held In the banquet hall of the 
Silk Hotel here yesterday to 
mark the completion of the Silk 
Center Building. 

The opening ceremony was 
held in the morning. 

In the afternoon, discussions 
were held on various questions 
relating to ways and means of 
promoting the export of Japa- 
nese silk manufactures. 

Takizo Miki, president of the 
Federation of. Export Silk and 
Synthetic Téxtiles Traders’ As- 
sociation, proposed a resolution 
urging the Government to adopt 
a policy of boosting silk produc 
tion instead of its present nega- 
tive attiude. He also proposed 
that emphasis be given more to 
promoting the exports of sflk 
yarns and manufactures than 
to increase raw silk exports. 


Miki said that under present 
conditions, it would be difficult 
to export 70,000 bales of raw 
silk, but not too difficult to ex- 
pect Japanese milis to consume 
150,000 bales of raw silk for 
manufacturing silk products for 
exports. - The. problem, he said, 
is how t6 keep the cost of raw 
silk production as low as pos 
sible. This may be realized by 
Government aid, he said. 

Shokichi Mogami of the 
Japan Export Raw Silk Associa- 
tion, proposed the abolition of 
control..on.the raw silk price, 
which cannot be upheld anyway 
as witnessed in the decline be- 
low the fixed level during recent 
months. He said that the mar- 
ket slump was not due to dec- 
reased demand but was caused 
by the artificial fixed price. 
When the price dipped to the 
140,000 yen level, export orders 
increased to such an extent that 
the industry was apprehensive 
lest the raw silk supply should 
be insufficient. 

Mogami Said if the situation 
was left“to its natural course, 

rices would range on the 
60, 000-170,000 yen level, which 
is not only the appropriate but 
also the stable price. 

Masahisa Naganuma of the 
Japan Export Silk and Synthetic 
Textiles port Association pro- 
posed that finishing and dyeing 
techniques be improved so that 
Japanese silks may be able to 
compete against Kien quality 
foreign manufactures. 

Kakokichi Kishi, president of 
the Japan.Siik and Synthetic 
Textiles Marytifacturers Associa- 
tion, warned against cutthroat 
competition among Japanese 
silk traders which, he said, is 
harming the country’s silk ex- 
port trade. He cited the Ameri- 
can Silk Council's suggestion 
for a tariff increase on silk im- 

as an example of the un- 
favorable results of such com- 
petition. 

Kishi als6 said that the 450 
million yen earmarked for 
publicity to “sell” Japanese silk 
abroad was not sufficient. He 
pointed out that a single synthe- 
tic fiber mill spends that much 
money. 

These proposals were adopt- 
ed at the silk conference to 
incorporated in a petition to the 
Government for“its cooperation 
in promoting the export of silk 
goods. 


India Ready to Buy 
S. -¥aétiiamese Rice 


SAIGON (AP) — Visiting 
Indian President Rajendra 
Prasad said Friday that India 
would be willing to buy South 
‘Vietnamese rice and timber if 
the price were right. 

The 74-year-old chief of state 
answered’ a few written ques- 
tions during a brief press con- 
ference on the second day of 
his state visit to Vietnam. 

Prasad said that one condi- 
tion for peaceful coexistence 
was that th@re be no attempt 
to coerce anyone into believing 
another ideology. 

Earlier in the day the states- 
man leid'a wreath at the Sal- 
gon Remembrance Temple and 
planted’ two trees he brought 
from India as a present for the 
Vietnamese people,

Shigeo Nagano. leader of the 
Japanese steel mission to India, 
said upon his return to Tokyo 
yesterday that he exchanged 
official notes with India on the 
development of the Bailadila 
iron ore mine in Madhya Pra- 
desh State, Central India. 

Nagano, president of the Fuji 
Iron and Steel Co., and four 
other members of the 15-man 
mission returned to Tokyo by 
All plane yesterday afternoon 
after a two-week trip to New 
Delhi 

He disclosed that the notes, 
which were exchanged follow- 
ing negotiations with Indian 
officials concerned, contained 
the following points: 

1. The Japanese steel indu- 
atry will formally to 

ja the joint development of 
the Bailadila mines. Japan will 
import 4,000,000 tons of iron 
ore annually from the Bailadila 
mines after they are developed. 
Shipments will commence from 
around 1966, 

2. Concrete talks on develop- 
ment of the mines will be start- 
ed between Japan and India 
within thé next few months, 

Nagano also revealed that 
funds for the development pro- 
ject will be inves by India, 
Japan and the U.S. 

He added both Japan and 
India will ask the U.S. to help 


in the project in the near

Brazil, 8 Nations Agree 
To Retain The Hague Club 


LONDON (AP)—Financial 


Ministers of Brazil and eight | 


European countries have agreed 
to maintain The Hague Club— 
an international trade payment 
machinery—even though its 
prime purposé has disappeared. 

A communique issued Sunday 
by the British Treasury said 
the club now will be continued 
mainiy as a forum for discus- 
sion of common interests.

Honda Motor Co. 


The Honda Motor Co. Lid., 
one of the leading producers of 
motorcycles in this country, has 
decided to establish a sales 
branch in Los Angeles to fur- 
ther accelerate exports of its 
products.

To Cut Premiums 


Insurance premiums of the 
nation’s 20 life insurance com- 
panies will be lowered from 
April for the first time in three 
years. 

The new rates will apply not 
only to new but also old con- 
tracts. The reduction, however, 
will not prove altogether bene- 
ficial to present policy holders 
because dividends to be paid in 
fiscal 1959, too, will be cut, 

The Finance Ministry has al- 
ready received applications for 
the reduction from major in- 
surance firms, such as Dalichi 
and Asahi. It will approve the 
rate cut when papers are turned 
in by all other firms. 

The premium rate will be cut 
by ¥2 per ¥1,000. The standard 
rate for a 30-year contract made 
at the age of 30 will be ¥28.90 

or about ¥1 less than the we 
wer average. 

The rate of dividends for pre 
miums paid up by the end of 
the fiscal year 1958, to be paid 
in the fiscal year 1959, will be 
cut down to make up for the 
deficit to be caused by the pro- 
posed premium reduction. 

The premium rate cut is ex- 
pected to whip up stiff compe 
tition among insurance ‘firms 
and widen financial differences 
existing among them further in 
the, future.

U.S. Textile 


Quota Move 
Advocated 


WEST PALM BEACH, Fia. 
(AP)—Sen. Strom Thurmond 
recommends that the American 
textile industry seek quotas on 
foreign low-wage imports 
through administrative channels 
of the Federal Government. 

He said Saturday: shed by 
quotas should be established by 
specific category of textiles,” ac- 
cording to a study and recom- 
mendations of the Senate Inter 
state and Foreign Commerce 
Committee, of which he is a 
member. 

“The avenue of approach to 
establish import quotas, which 
has the best chance of success, 
is through administrative chan- 
nels, either through action un- 
der the Agriculture Adjustment 
Act or as a result of action in- 
stigated by Secretary of Com- 
merce Lewis Strauss and the 
Textile Interagency Committee 
of the Government which is be- 
ing formed now,” Thurmond 
added 


Barlier, Secretary Strauss 
stated approval of a senate re- 
commendation to establish quota 
systems for textile imports, but 
said also that actions would 
have to be taken by the Pres- 
ident under the Trade Agree 
ments Act. Strauss added that 
he, as chairman of the Trade 
Policy Committee of the Gov- 
ernment, would look to the new 
Interagency Committee for re- 
commendations. 

Thurmond indicated that he 
expected the President to ac- 
cept recommendations of Strauss 
relative to such quotas. 

“In the event of failure to ac- 
complish the establishment of 
quotas by administrative action, 
there will be no alternative to 
a renewed attempt for legisia- 
tive action,” Thurmond told tex- 
tile manufacturers in annual 
convention here. 

“Every effort toward admin- 
istrative action must be ex- 
hausted before lative re 
medies are sought,” he advised 
the textile leaders. 

Thurmond also said a special 
textile comimittee has been 
created within the Senate Inter- 
state and Foreign Commerce 
Committee as a result of that 
group's investigation, hearings 
and consequent recommenda- 
tions last year for federal ac- 
tion to aid the ailing textile 
industry. 

He said this group would con- 
fer next month with Treasury 
officialg about revising deprecia- 
tion schedules on textile machi- 
nery.

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Toward a Summit Conference 


President Eisenhower and British Prime Minister Mac- 
millan jointly decided Saturday to offer Soviet Russia a 


summit conference this summer. 


The way to this decision 


has been. Jong and thorny, and the fact that the President 
has agreed to it on certain conditions is perhaps the result 
of impressions that the British Prime Minister had been 
able to gather during his visit to Moscow and to relay to 
Mr. Eisenhower on meeting with him in the United States. 
There is some reason to suppose that the Moscow trip of 
Mr. Macmillan was not a complete failure, but, of course, 
we shall have to wait and see the exact nature of the 
Soviet response to a definite summit conference plan. 


President Eisenhower and Mr. Macmillan started their 
talks with considerable differences; the former wished for 
prior diplomatic talks while the latter was disposed to make 
an unconditional offer to meet Soviet Premier Khrushchev. 
As a result of their long deliberation, both statesmen have 
apparently agreed to modify their stand although just to 
what degree is still not. quite certain. What does appear 
clear, however, is that the two Western leaders have now 
‘made up their minds that they will have to meet Mr. 
Khrushchev for an all-round discussion of the problems 
which are causing such tensions in Europe. 

It is reported, however, that both Mr. Eisenhower and 
Mr. Macmillan have decided to reject any plan to pull back 
or sharply reduce the forces now stationed in Central 
Europe on the ground that such a disengagement would 
leave a power vacuum which would further endanger 
European peace. This appears to be a necessary reservation 
for any such power vacuum would almost certainly be 
made to play into Communist hands. 

What now seems probable is that a foreign ministers’ 
conference will be converied in May, to begin the work of 
negotiating with Soviet Russia on the Berlin crisis, German 
reunification and disarmament, to be followed in July or 
August by a summit conference of the kind Mr. Khrushchev 


has been demanding. 


If Moscow formally agrees to this 


program, it will be up to all concerned to prepare the ground 


as carefully and realistically as possible. 


Presumably, the 


preliminary conference, if the Soviet leaders agree to it, 
will be engaged in preparing a working schedule of the 
various detailed problems and all possible views as to their 
solution. But this would no doubt be regarded as a help 
rather than as a binding guide when it came to the actual 


summit meeting. 


It is unlikely that the negotiations, either at the lower 
level or at the summit, can be anything but difficult. The 
difference® between the Western powers and the Com- 
munist bloc go far deeper than any question of arranging 
details about the future of Germany or Berlin. 


The facts are that the Soviet Union and its satellites 
have posed a wide-world challenge to the free nations and 
are working in every part of the globe to push it to success. 
They are doing this by every means in their power, 
economic afd political, and the general opinion is that 
they only stop short of armed force because they fear 


the consequences. 


Can Moscow deny these facts? And in any case, will 
it consent, in order to ease tensions in Europe, to agree 
to abandon or modify this program? 


Apart from the actual situation in 


and Berlin, 


there are so many differences the world over that it is 
hardly possible to conceive of an amicable settlement of 
specific issues without a complete abandonment of the 
spirit of cleavage. But every speech uttered in the Com- 
munist camp only serves 40 emphasize the gulf between 


the free nations and the Communist bloc. 


At one time 


Moscow was in the habit of talking loudly about coexistence; 
it still does so occasionally although in less strident tones. 
But actually this lip service to coexistence of opposite 
ideologies leads nowhere, for immediately afterwards it 
is made only too plain that “capitalism” is regarded with 
hatred and’ contempt, and, moreover, as doomed to early 
disappearance from the surface of the globe. That is the 
Communist gospel and one hardly consonant with true 
coexistence and certainly not with mutual self-respect. 


What is most difficult to believe is that with these 
great differences in fundamental beliefs, and the existence 
of vitalactions based upon them, there can be any real 
agreement at a summit conference or at any other kind of 
over-all conference. And as it is communism that is ag- 
gressive, and communism that hopes for decisive victory 
over noncommunism, it is communism that must draw in 
its claws if peace is to be realized in the world. 

We hope to’see the proposed conferences materialize, 
because we feel no stone should be left unturned to bring 
peace to the international scene, but unless the underlying 
circumstances can be made to undergo considerable change 
by the time they are convened we fear their holding will 


constitute much of a gamble. 


Diplomats Discuss Asia 


Japanese Envoys Note Political Stability, Call for Greater Aid 


The political situation in the 
Asia-Pacific countries is now 
generally stabilized according to 
the almost unanimous opinion 
of the Japanese diplomatic 
chiefs assigned in the area. 


These diplomats noted the 
once feared economic invasion 
of Communist China into South- 
east Asia was not affecting Japa- 
nese trade to any noticeable ex- 
tent. 


But they said the Western 
countries were posing a formid- 
able economic challenge in 
these areas and emphasized Ja- 
pan must extend more positive 
economic cooperation than the 
West if it ia to win its now 
more or less losing export bat- 
tle in Asia. 


They said this would involve 
extension of loans, recognition 
of deferred payments, intenser 
study of the market situation 
and making of attractive, offers. 


The diplomats emphasized 
there was ample possibility Ja- 
pan’s bids would be aecepted by 
the Asian countries. 


The views were ddvanced at 
a round-table conference spon- 
sored by The Japan Times and 
attended by eight of the 21 
diplomats from the Asia-Pacific 
theater now assembled in Tokyo 
for the diplomatic conference 
that opened Wednesday and 
lasted until yesterday. 


The participants included 
Shiroshi Nasu, ambassador to 
India; Morio Yukawe, ambassa- 
dor to the Philippines; Kanichi- 
ro Kubota, ambassador to South 
Vietnam; Tadakatsu Suzuki, 
former ambassador to Australia; 
Kaoru Hayashi, ambassador to 
the Federation of Malaya; Sadao 
Iguchi, ambassador to National- 
ist China; Katsushiro Narita, 
former ambassador to Pakistan; 
and Yoshimitsu Ando, consul 
general in Hongkong. 

The questions and answers at 
the conference follows:

He calls Kassem. the 
pawn who aimed to help Com- 
munists “spread sedition against 
the Arab nation.” Cairo’s pow- 
erful propaganda radio, Voice 
of Arabs, calls Kassem “butch- 
er of Iraq.” In response, Bagh- 
dad calls Nasser a “tool of 
American imperialism” and 
urges his overthrow in Syria. 

Outside Iraq, Nasser likely 
will grow stronger. Fear of com- 
munism will induce hitherto re- 
luctant oil sheiks to come 
through with more than mere 
lip service to Nasser’s brand of 
nationalism. This will become 
clear in April when, with Irag 
now exciucaed, an Arab congress 


méets in Cairo to talk about- 


how to share the Arab East's 
oll wealth. 

The situation poses monu- 
mental problems for American 
policy. Can the United States 
head off the explosion? Does it 
support Nasser because the Rus- 
sians are supporting Kassem? 
Or does Western policy gamble 
that Kassem can hold his own 
against Communist 
and remain a counter nee in 
the area against Nasser’s claims 
to all-Arab leadership?
